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Regarding Road Rules 


In response to several enquiries Te- 
specting the right or ‘wrong side of 
the road or street a horse or motor 
vehicle should travel or stand upon, 
it is oxplained that such persons 
driving shall keep 
the centre of the road. For exam- 
ple, if they are travelling west, they 
shall keep to the north side of. the 
road, and if travelling east, they 
shall keep to the south side of the 
road. If the rig or mi:tor vehicle is 
left standing it shall be on the right. 
hand side of the road or street fac- 
ing the direction in which it was 
travelling. 

In respect to rigs or motor vehi- 
cles passin;; one another on the pub- 
lic highway, th2 Provincial Hishway 
Act states as follows- 


“If a vehicle drawn by a horse or. 


horses or other draught snimals or 
a motor vehicle be overtaken by any 
motor vehicle, and the person in 
‘charge of such motor vehicle express- 
es g desire to pass, it shall be the 
duty. of the driver of such vehicle so 


- overtaken as aforesaid as soon as 


practicable to turn to the right of 
the centre of the travelled portion of 
the highway, and give the person 80 
making the request an opportunity 
to pass; but in passing the person 
in charge of such motor vehicle and 
the other male occupants thereof 
over the age of fifteen -years shall 
give such assistance as they are able 
to the occupant or occupants af the 
vehicle, ‘is assistance be asked, and 
in thus passing the driver of ‘the 
motor vehicle shall use all care to, 
avoid accidents.’’

16 years and no female person under 
the age of 18 years shall drive or 
operate qg motor vehicle upon any 
public, street, highway, road, park or |

Miss Cora Lake Is Killed By Being Thrown From a day morning last irom ,. week’s hol- 
Car Just South of City on Saturday Night 


A fatal wccident occurred -just 
couth of the city, between the south 
crossing and tho bridge across the 
| creex, east of the track, on Saturday 
evening last betwecn niae and ten 
o’clock, when Cora, the 15 year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jas. Lake 
of, Wetaskiwin, received g fractured 
skull by being thrown out of an ait 
tomobile in charge of Walter Grein- 
er and being driven by Fay Chrisler. 
The unfortunate girl lived only for 
about an hour and never regained 
consciousness, 


Walter Greiner, who is 16 years of 
age, had been driving the car after 
supper and was asked by the girls 
to take them for a ride. They drove 
around tawn picking up Annie Bouda 
and Willie Waterson. When driving 
on Railway street west, they were 
overtaken by a car driven by Matt 
Johns, who was returning to his 
home in the country, and they en- 
desvored to keep up with him for 
some distance. ‘Across the track a 
short distance they decided to turn 
cn to another road that came to- 
wards the city, and ia starting to 
make the turn’ one wheel struck the: 
side of a culvert, and this and: th2 
application of the brakes caused the 
Car to skid sideways and turn, throw 
ing the occupants out. Miss Lake 
was rendered wiconscious and Miss 
Chrisler received g broken rib and 
other in.uries, while Walter Greiner, 
Annie Bouda and. Willie Waterson es- 
caped with a bad shaking up. Miss 
Lake was removed to the Wetashi- 
Hospital, where it was found that 
nothing could be done for her, sand 
she passed. away at 11 o’clock the 
same evening,

The Inquest 


On Monday evening the intpiest was 
held in the city hall when Coroner 
Stevenson swore in the followin, 
jurymen:—A. ‘8S. Rosenroll, H. L. 
Higgs, I. W. Gross, E. J. Kelley, 

Chas.. D. Enman and Wm. Weyers. 
14 years cf age, 
was. the first witness called and he 
stated that he was riding with the 
other occupants of the car until they 
met with the accident. He said 
that Fay Chrisler and Walter Grein- 
er were in the front seat, Fay being 
at the wheel and Walter at her sid: 
holding his hand on tne wheel. An- . 
na Booda was sitting on the right 
of the back seat, Cora Lake on the 
left and himself in the middle. After 
they were thrown out he was lying 
on the ground beside Cora Lake, a- 
bout, 15 feet from the car and h3 
thovght that the car had upset, 
although it was standing on its wheels 
when he saw it. He said that they 
were not travelling very fast and 
they were not going slow. 

Wesley Gould, the next witness, 
stated that he had seen the car he. 
jing driven by Miss Chrisler, and Wal- 
ter Greiner driving around the city 
‘just before nine o-clock and that 
‘they had nearly collided with q de- 
livery. rig driven by Bob Shaver, 
at the corner ‘of McDonald and 
Pearce streets. : 
| Fay Chrisler, who was driving the 
cat, and is aged 14 years, testified 
that she had driven a car before and 
that herself and Miss Lake were in 
front of Ball’s drug store on Satur- 
day evening, aud they asked Walter 
Greiner to give them a ride. They 
drove around the city and north to 
Howard’s corner and back. They 
picked up Willie Waterson and Anna 
-Bouda between 8.30 and nine o'clock 
and afterwards she changed stats 
with Walter, she taking the wheel, 
put that he still held it with on3 
hand. On Railway street west they 
were overtaken by another car and 
the occupants in the back seat of 
the car she was in, Wanted th2m to 
keep up with the car that had over- 
taken them. ‘She did not want to 
go fast, and they were jiosing on the 
other car all the time. One whecl 
struck the culvert and Walter ap- 
plied the foot brake and the back ci 
the car swung around, and threw

Walter Greiner, ‘who was in charge 
of the car, and wh}j’stated that he 
was in his 16th year, said that he 
had been’ across the} track on some 
business - for his father, when he 
picked up Fay Chrisler and Miss 
Lake on the east’’:side of the track 
who had asked himjfor a ride. They 
afterwards picked up. Anna Bouda 
and Willie Waterson. After some 
little time he changed places with 
Miss Chrisler and showed her how 
to start the car and assisted her to 
steer it. When going south on Rail- 
way street west thy were yassed 
by another car, which the occupants 
in the back seat wanted them to 
keep up to, but-he did not want to 
go fast, and he letithe car gain on 
them. ‘Across the track he was go. 
ing to 'turo onto the other road 
leading into the city, and as they 
were going too fast to: make the 
turn he applied the} cot brake and 
the car skidded. As the car was 


on the extreme right of the road he ' 


could not see the ‘bank on the left 


side and he thought’ that it was all

Coroner Stevenson; in addressinz
